and grace:In whole princely countenance, Ineuerpercei- 
uced trowne toward me,or diſcontented regard,or viewon 
me: bur ar all times fauorable,and gracious: to the great 
joy and comfort of my true,faithfull,and loyall hart, And 2, 
(thirdly) Seeing, the workes of my handes, and wordes of 
my mouth (heere before notified, in the Schedule of my 
bookes, and writings) may beare liuely witneſle of the 
thoughts of my harr,and inclination of my minde, gene- 
rally , (as all wiſe men do know,and Chriſt himſelte dot 
auouch) It might, in manner, ſeeme needleſle, thus care- 
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fully (hough moſt briefely and ſpeedily) to hane warned 
or confounded the ſcornetull, the malicious , the proud, 
and the raſh in their yntrue reports , opinions, and fables 
of my ſtudies, or exerciſes Philoſophical: butthar, it1s 
of more importance, that the godly, the honeſt, the m9-

So , I truſt, 
Vitima reſpondebunt prirns : infuch fort, as this Authen» 
rick Recorde in latine annexed (4d perpetuam rei memors 
am,) doth teſtifie: hauing neuer, hitherto, had occaſion 
to ſhewe that, in any place of Chriſtendome: to teſtifie 
better of me , then they had proofe of me, themelues, b 
my conuerlation among them.
